Wonderfu l are th e freaks of eteelficity 
and in th e th u u der-h olt and ligh tning 
flash we find illu strations o f tire power of 
th is mysteriou s force not to be fou nd else 
wh ere. Th e most learned scientist th e 
world h as yet produ ced, with all th e re 
search at h is command since th e dawn of 
civilization, if asked th e q u estion "W h at 
is ligh tning?” will au sweryou , electricity 
If asked: Wh at is electricity?h e will boa 
estly make reply; I do not kno w? 
Th i9 morning we visited th e locality 
west of th e Central depot for th e pu rpose 
of learning ju st th e amou nt of damage 
cau sed by th e severe sh ock of ligh taiu g 
wh ich stru ck Mrs. Woodworth ’s reai 
dence, located one block sou th -we9l of 
Ju dge Crabtree’s h ou se. 
Here we fou nd 
th e only place wh ere th e effect of th e 
sh ock is to be seen on th e trees or h ou ses, 
th ou gh th e effect was felt more or less by 
people liviu g th ree blocks west of th ere 
Th ere is no ligh tning rod u pon th e 
Woodru ff residence. 
At th e sou th -eu st 
erly cornor of th e h ou se stands a large 
oak tree and th e leaves and twigs ou one 
or two limbs rest u pon th e roof of th e 
h ou se. 
Th is tree was stru ck as is clearly 
sh own by th e bark and pieces of th e wood 
(dead parts) th at lay u pon th e grou nd. 
Th e electricity appears to h ave followed 
a tin gu tter ru nning along th e eaves on 
th e sou th side of th e h ou se, down a spou t 
at th e sou th -west corner, th at ends abou t 
th ree feet from th e grou nd. 
At th e end 
of th is spou t th e corner of th e h ou se is 
sh attered, th e boards being split and 
slivered. 
Inside th e h ou se at th is corner 
th e plastering and lath are knocked off, 
and th e latter somewh at broken in a nar­ 
row strip abou t th ree feet long, wh eie 
th e electric cu rrent appears to h ave enter­ 
ed th e h ou se and passed along th e wall, 
a foot or more above th e floor to a bed 
wh ich was set on fire. 
Th e q u ilts, cover­ 
let, sh eets and pillow cases are barnt 
abou t th e edges. 
Th e feath er bed ou th e 
edge is severely bu rned and th e feath ers 
of a pillow are mu ch scorch ed. It is pos­ 
sible th at th is ch arring of th e feath ers 
was cau sed by th e fire th at followed after 
th e flash ignited th e cotton bedding. 
Feath ers h ave been considered non con­ 
du ctors of electricity and timid people 
h ave th ou gh t to find safety from lay­ 
ing on u feath er 
bed. 
Death wou ld 
h ave certainly been th e resu lt of a resort 
to th at bed Satu rday evening. 
We h ard­ 
ly believe th at th e electricity ch arred th e 
feath ers. 
Th e people made th e dis­ 
covery th at th e bed was on fire ju st in 
time to save a conflagration. 
Th e blaze 


abou t to fall and h e wpnt « 0 h er su pport. 
Sh e su id, "W h y did you strike me?” th u s 
sh owing th at sh e was th e!» ou t of h ay 
h ead. 
» She th inks th at sh e few th e flash 
pats th rou gh th e h ou se from a north 
window ou t q Lir'sou th doer. 
Sh e h as 
h ad considerable 
h eadach e since th e 
sh ock and h er eyes are still at time* blu r­ 
red. 
Th e ends of h er ftngerau nd toes are 
q u ite sere u nd pain h er at times. 
Sh e 
was restored lo consciou sness by being 
ru bbed, and will, probably, h ave no seri­ 
ou s or permanent trou ble from th e sh ock. 
Th ere is a large oak tree near th is bou se. 
At th e residence of W. C, Weybu rn, 
th e express agent, we fou od wh at we fear 
may prove a very deplorable affliction, 
cau sed by th at same flash of ligh tning. 
A stu dent attending th e Dixon College, 
named Fred Cox, from Winslow, Steph ­ 
enson cou nty, th is State, was « tru ck en­ 
tirely blind. 
His eyes h ave pained h im 
very mu ch since and h e is u nable to h ear 
th e sligh test ray of ligh t on litem. 
With 
h is eyes bandaged in cotton and doth 
still h e can feel th e effects of th e su n 
ligh t. 
Th ou gh it is h ard to tell wh at 
may be th e final resu lt, lUatm trending 
ph ysician, Dr. Hu nt, believes th at with 
proper care th e boy’s sigh t will be re­ 
stored. 
We h ope so, for su ch au afflic­ 
tion 
as th at of passing th rou gh life 
with ou t eyesigh t is very sad to contem­ 
plate. 
Th e lad was standing at an open 
north window of th e second story prepar­ 
ing to go to th e college wh en th e flash 
came and knocked h im senseless. 
He 
staggered a few feet and fell. 
He was 
taken ou t of th e h ou se and placed u pon 
th e grou nd and wh ilo being ru bbed th e 
attendants cou ld feel th e electricity pass­ 
ing from th e body. 
He was restored to 
consciou sness only to And a worse fate, 
if possible, th an death , as was at least 
su pposed at th e time. 
He was blind. 
His eyes are u ow severely inflamed and 
th e lids swollen. 
He su ffers mu ch pain 
wh en th e bandages are removed. 
An 
electric spark—streak, th e lady of th e 
h ou se called it—was seeu to pass th rou gh 
Mr W eybu rn’s h ou se. 
Undou btedly th e 
strong cu rrent of warm air, th e wind was 
blowing h ard at th e time, in passing 
th rou gh th e Hill anti Weybu rn residences 
did create an electrical cu rrent wh ich 
may h ave been th e cau se of th e inju ry. 
Th e Weybu rn residence in located abou t 
th ree h u ndred yards from th e Wood* 
worth h ou se th at was stru ck. 
Th ere is a 
igh tning rod u pon th e h ou se. 
A locu st 
tree stands with in a few feet of th e win- 
of Cox’s room, and reach es seveial feet 
above th e h ou se. 
Th is wou ld, by some 
scientific stu dents, be considered a very 
good protection for th e h ou se from ligh t­ 
ning, bu t a cau se of danger to a person 
standing near 
Th e clap of th u nder wh ich was so ter- 
ible to th e people in Dement Town was 
h eard over th e city and people 
anticipa­ 
ted th at damage h ad resu lted u ear.

He defined the simo n pure 
Butler man as a man who has: “De­ 
cided mid ag g ressive views o n all ques­ 
tio ns; perso nal lo y alty and devo tio n to the 
g rand o ld man; co ntempt fo r cant and Phar­ 
isaism in any thing ; lo y alty to the principles 
o f the republican fo rm o f g o vernment and 
the rig ht o f the peo ple to rule; o ppo sitio n to 
whatever threatens this, even if it co mes in 
the name o f refo rm o r that Chinese ex o tic, 
civil-service refo rm; belief that if the g o v­ 
ernment is republican it shall be republican 
fro m stem to stern and if demo cratic, fro m 
center to circumference. ” 
He then called upo n Gen. Butler. The 
g eneral was heartily applauded as he sto o d

said 
he was 
g ratified 
that 
there’ ivere remembrances 
o f 
his many 
attempts

what 
he 
tho u g ht 
was rig ht, and he ho ped to live to g ive 
many mo re indicatio ns that his heart was in 
the rig ht place. 
He then referred to the co n­ 
tro versy abo u t the retu rn o f the Co nfederate 
battle fiag s. 
He said he had lo o ked ev ery ­ 
where fo r a reaso n fo r the g iving up o f these 
emblems which o u r so ldiers had fo ug ht fo r 
and wo n. He had lo o ktsl fo r precedents. 
It 
was tru e that so me no rthern reg iments had 
returned to so uthern cities the flag s which 
had been captu red in the war, bu t that was 
a matter so lely between the two o rg aniza­ 
tio ns. He did no t co nsider that a precedent. The 
president, he said, had 
110 mo re rig ht to g ive 
away a do llar's wo rth o f United States pro p­ 
erty than any o ne at this table.

belo re she went o n deck. 
When she co uld 
stay there no lo ng er she held the life pre­ 
server with o ne hand and dro pped o verbo ard 
where sho cau g ht a fender. A y o ung man 
saw her and he also swain fo r the fender, and 
Mrs. Ing alls enco urag ed him, pray ed with 
him, and finally bro u g ht him safely to the 
land. 
Mra Bedfo rd was bro u g ht asho re by a 
y o ung man.

T H E DIRT W E EAT. 


Cheerful

C hem ist on Foo d Sw indles. 
Part I of Bulletin No. 13, Department 
of Agriculture, Division of Chemistry, 
now in prt'ss, treats of the adulteration of 
dairy products, and tells nothing new. 
Part II consists of the results of an in­ 
vestigation of spices and condiments and 
their adulterations, by Clifford Richard­ 
son. 
The extent of fraud in this direc­ 
tion in this and other countries is looked 
into and the results of the investigations 
of public analyists and lxmrds of health 
collected and reviewed. 
The best means 
to employ for the detection of foreign 
substance's, both microscopical and chem­ 
ical, are explained, so that the report 
will serve as a valuable means of refer­ 
ence for those* engaged in similar work. 
A large number of specimens of spices 
and condiments purchased in Washing­ 
ton and Baltimore in this connection 
have lx*en carefully examined and an­ 
alyzed. 
The results show the almost 
universal practice which exists of dilu­ 
tion of the pure spice with cheap or 
waste material, or the sul)stitution of in­ 
ferior gfHsls. 
The more common adul­ 
terants were found to lx*, for this part of 
the country, yellow com meal, cracker 
dust, colored earths or ochres, cayennes, 
mustard hulls and farinaceous matter of 
all kinds. 
Elsewhere ground refuse co- 
coanut shells, peanut shells, oil cake, cow 
peas, cedar sawdust, olive stones and 
buckwheat are often found. 
Among 
eleven brands of mustard none wen 
found which had undergone no alteration 
from the original seed. 
In all but the English the fixed oil had 
lx?en expressed, since it is used for many 
purjxtses and adds nothing to the value 
of the seed as a condiment. 
This, per­ 
haps, cannot l>e classed as an adultera­ 
tion. 
The commoner additions are fiour 
and yellow cornmeal, with at times hulls 
of the white mustard s*» ed, and color in 
the shajx1 of turmeric or some coal tar 
yellow. 
None of these adulterations art 
injurious, but deprive the purchaser ol 
his rights. 
Mineral matter is at times 
added. 
Ordinary gypsum was found in 
two samples in large amount, and gain 
in another to a greater extent than conk 
occur by accident. 
The latter brant 
contained flour as well as sand, and was 
deprived of its oil. 
Only one pure brand of {>epix*r was 
found and that was of English origin 
The cheaper varieties were made up of 
pepper hulls, yellow corn, burnt shells, 
cracker dust, woody fiber and cayenne 
to give pungency, all these materials 
Iteing found in one specimen. 
Red pep 
jx r was made from yellow corn and a 
red earth, with sufficient cayenne for 
pungency. 
Ginger is found in its original condi 
tion in many qualities. 
Then it is dilute« 
with farinaceous matter, mustard liullt 
corn and burnt shells, and is often col­ 
ored with turmeric. 
Cloves suffer from the abstraction oir 
the essential oil which gives them their 
value, and are adulterated with materia 
of inferior nature, such as spent cloves 
and clove stems, corn, burned shells am 
mineral 
coloring 
matter. 
Different 
grinders select their adulterants, and by 
the aid of coloring run them through 
many different spices.—Washington Cor. 
New York World.

Col. White’s experiments on the re­ 
sistance offered by a hank of snow to a 
rifle bullet, which were made at Ottawa, 
were most interesting. It was found that 
the Martini bullets fired into a bank of 
well {Nickel snow were completely spent 
after traversing a distance of not more 
than four feet. 
Snider bullets, in hard 
mcked snow mixed with ice, but not 
tan! enough to prevent digging into it 
with a sheet iron shovel, did not jx'ne- 
trate more than about four feet; in ¡**r- 
I’ectly dry snow, packed by natural drift, 
it capable of being easily crushed in the 
land, a bullet penetrated about four feet, 
and in loose drifted, dry snow less than 
seven feet, though fired from points only 
twenty-nine or tliirty yards distant.— 
Montreal Witness.

observer could get beyond it, the sun 
would look blue. 
Capt. Abney, in a 
lecture on “ Sunlight Colors,” rejected 
this experiment, adopting Prof. Langley’s 
figures with mathematical accuracy, but 
dispensing with his paper disks, which 
this lecturer held vitiated the r<*sult, and 
he showed that the color of the sun was 
not blue, but very nearly that of the 
white light to be seen at high elevations 
in a clear, dust-free atmosphere.—London 
Telegraph.
